Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 

121: 

I. Claims 1-15, drawn to a length of pipe and pipe assembly, classified 
in class 285, subclass 374. 

II. Claims 16-37, drawn to a method of forming a pipe end by softening 
and cooling, classified in class 156, subclass 281. 

III. Claims 38-55, draw to an apparatus for forming a pipe end, classified 
in class 425, subclass 500. 

IV. Claims 56-63 draw to a mold device classified in class 248, subclass 
88. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as product made and process of making. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or 
(2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different 
process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product can be made can be

made by another and materially different process such as one that does not require 
softening or cooling of the single wall. 

Inventions III and IV are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in 
other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because 
it does not require the plurality of radially disposed segments with an interwoven 
rabbit structure. The subcombination has separate utility such as one that does not 
require a collar, plug, mandrel or rollers as defined in the combination claims. 

Inventions II and (III, IV) are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process 
as claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, 
or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially 
different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the process does not require 
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means to mold by radially moving segments, a collar, a plug, mandrel or rollers to 
practice the claimed process. 

Inventions(III, IV) and I are related as apparatus and product made. The 
inventions in this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be 
shown: (1) that the apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the 
product and the apparatus can be used for making a different product or (2) that the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different apparatus 
(MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this case the product does not require means to mold by 
radially moving segments, a collar, a plug, mandrel or rollers as part of the product 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
